NEW YORK, March 13.—The Ameri- 


can, Metal Market- and Daily Iron & 
Steel Report will review the steel and 
iron trade tomorrow as follows: 


Production of steel .ingots in Feb- 
lary was".at the rate of" '337500,000 


gross'tons a year, showing a gain of 
about 20' per cent over the average 
rate in January. Ingot production is 


«- at the rate of between 35,000,000 


and 38.000.000 tons, while capacity is 
at leait 47,000.000 tons. The increase 
is due to heavier pig iron production 
resulting from 
a somewhat 
better 


coke movement. 


Shipments' of finished steel have in- 


creased, but are not 
altogether in 


keeping with the rate of ingot produc- 
tion, and some steel is accumulating 
U mills. Yards and warehouses . at 
mills are in most cases crowded with 
material, and there is also some ac- 
cumulation of ingots. 
Car supplies 


for shipping finished steel have been 
increasing very slowly, and . .much 
more slowly than would have been ex 
pected seeing that the railroads have 
now had five weeks of, very favorable 
weather. Service to tbe steel indus- 
try, however, has been hampered by 
the' necessity :of • moving such large 
quantises of foodstuffs to seaboard. 
Reports are. that the heaviest of this 
movement is • accomplished • and that 
by the end of the week a number, of 
box cars will. be restored 
to 
the 


steel industry, being reqnrred particu- 
larly for the shipments • of sheets and 
tin plates.

any. intention to eliminate legitimate 
jobbers from UK coal busness. It has 
not only recognized their importance 
to the conduct of the trade, but baa an- 
nounced its intention to so fix; tbe 
prices ot coal at the mines as to en- 
able tiie mme operators to compen- 
sate the jobbers for their services. 
The Fuel Administration insist thai 
'bona fide jobbers will not be forced 
out of basinees by the proposed 
change. They will simply bo compell- 
ed to look to the operator for their 
compensation as they were accustom- 
ed to do before the allowance by the 
Fuel Administration of the margin. 


In view of the protests, "however, 


the Fuel Administration has deemed 
it advisable to make a more detailed 
statement than it has doa'S heretofore, 
of tbe circumstances that impelled i!: 
to. take the proposed action. 


Prior to the entrance of the Uni- 


ted-States into the war and for nearly 
.three months thereafter, tio jobber 
bad always bought from the operator 
for less thin the retailer could 'buy 
direct. In other words, the price to

Thc increase of 37,350 tons in coke 


shipments last week, -bringing the 
total above 330,000 for the first time 
since the week of November 3 last, 
does not exactly gauge the improve- 
ment that resulted from slightly bet- 
ter conditions. Instead- it shows-con- 
tinued activity on part of the railroads ' 
in picking up belated cars from sid- 
ings, yards aiid junction points and 
rushing thom through to destination. 
With a car supply running around an ' 
average of 38 per cent on one road 
and 50-55 per cent on two other roads, 
it was plainly impossible [or the ton- 
nage movement handled alone by th« 
cars furnished during the week to 
have attained the total shown by tie 
scale records. There was somewhat 
easier conditions all around than dur- 
in-g the week ending March 2, but the 
changes for the better were not so 
material as to bring about so large an 
increase in outgoing tonnage as the 


i figure show. 


Kiver shipments took a jump from 


5,300 to 9,200 tons, a gain of 3,900 
tons, which helped to swell the total 
of the week. This increase rather 
than the increase of 33,450 tons in the 
rail shipments was a measure .of the 
degree of recovery which will be .pos- 
sible when a car supply closely ap- 
proaching 100 per.cent becomes ava.il- 
abl. Hindrances to river navigation 
have been completely removed and 
with a barge service that isTiot sub- 
ject to the congestions and tieups in- 
cident to rail traffic, those plants hav- 
ing river loading facilities are now in 
position to make maximum shipments.

BAKERS' LICENSE
